Her Prodigality 
and 
Generosity—Her 
Terribly Active Existence—The Collin 
Story and the Skull—How She Morel 
About in Her Own Parlors. 


[Special Correspondence. 1 
P aris, June 22.—1 spent a half hour with 
Mme. Bernhardt a week or so before she left 
Paris for her long American tour, now just 
beginning at the capital of BraziL The great 
actress lives in a rather shabby but spacious 
house in the Rue St. 
Georges, within a 
stone’s throw of the famous town residence 
of Thiers. 
Her present habitation is not so 
fine either inside or outside as the hotel near 
the Parc Monceau, which her creditors 
forced her to quit two or three years ago. 
For Sarah Bernhardt is as great a spend­ 
thrift as she is tragedienne. 
But if she 
is always 
heavily 
in debt, it mast 
be 
said in her defense that she is not selfish, and 
much of the hard earned money that she 
dispenses so lavishly goes into the pocket9 of 
needy friends or poor# persons whom she has 
never m et 
She may be prodigal, but she is 
generous, too. 
Like Goldsmith, Bernhardt 
cannot resist giving even when she has 
nothing to giva 
When you enter Sarah Bernhardt’s house 
you immediately pass thg < kitchen on the 
right hand. 
The door 
generally stands 
open, and you see the big blue and white 
porcelain stove, reaching from floor to ceil« 
ing, with the man cook, clad in white, be­ 
fore it busily engaged in 
preparing the 
evening meaL 
A t the rear of this broad 
entrance way is a paved courtyard that the 
stables open on. 
In the middle of this court* 
yard stood, the day I called, a horse har­ 
nessed to a coupé and eating his oats from a 
bag hung from his * head. 
The actress has 
evidently hurried home to dinner, and would 
start in an hour for the theatre. 
The coach­ 
man is swallowing his food in an adjoining 
room. 
There is no time to unharness and 
harness up again. 
Mistress, servant and 
horse are all eating “on the jump. ” 
What 
a life! 
The coachman and horse might 
endure it, but how can th at frail, nervous 
woman bear up under it? The question has 
often been asked, and Sarah Bernhardt an­ 
swers it by continuing to lead the same ter­ 
ribly active existence from year to year, 
w ithout appearing to suffer therefrom .

The irrand stairw ay opens on the left from 
this entrance hall. A stack of apparel partly 
blocks the way. 
You see robes and shoes 
and fans, etc., mixed together in u tter dis­ 
order. Tnis is a portion of the actress’ w ard­ 
robe w aiting to be packed in the big black 
trunks, th at maid servants are bending over 
in the little room across the hall. 
Probably 
some ol the^e wrinkled garm ents will, in a 
few mouths more, delight the eyes of Amer­ 
ican audiences. 
Pushing 
by them and 
mounting this palace-like staircase, I reach 
the draw ing rooms of the celebrated artist. 
The walls are painted in white, relieved by 
strips oi gol»l moulding. 
Th > paint and the 
chairs and sofas look faded and used. 
You 
see that this is a furnished house. 
The 
arm y of hungry creditor ; so stripped her 
own h< tel th it she had scaj’cely anything 
left; so there was nothing for her to do 
Lut to take a furnished house. 
A few' pictures hang on the walls,- and 
some nicknacks stand on the tables—all 
th at r< mains of a line collection of canvases 
and obji-crs of a rt th at passed under the auc­ 
tion er s hammer a t the Hotel Drouot a year 
ago las! January. 
Among the other things 
knocked down to the highest bidder on th at 
occasion was the well known picture, “The 
Young Girl and D eath,” painted by the tra ­ 
gedienne. 
1 saw it alm ost daily for months 
afterw ard in the window of a picture dealer 
near the grand boulevards 
One day I no­ 
ticed th at it had disappeared, carried off, 
perhaps, to Brazii or the great west, where, 
perhaps the grand actress may soon feast 
her e\ es onc3 more on this lost child of her 
brush. 
Two busts by the same hand—for 
Sarah B ernhardt is a sculptor, too—are the 
only things left in her parlors to testify to 
the artistic bent of the hostess. 
The most noticablo objects in Sarah Bern­ 
hard t’s l ooms, as I saw them when I called, 
were immense baskets and bouqut ts of faded 
flowers, the floral o^erings of the first night 
< f “Ham et,” which occuivd this past win­ 
ter. 
Sarah B ernhardt appeared as Ophelia 
a rd was very much critici ed. 
So severe in 
fact were some of tho critic-; th a t the actress 
got on one of her high horses and answered 
th m through the newspapers. 
But the pub­ 
lic :ook the -nme view as the critics, and 
the p ie c e soon disappeared from the stage of 
the Port * Si:. Mar; in. 
Perhaps the actress 
clings to these withered gifts in order still to 
protest against the opinions of her judges of 
the press and the public, and to show th at 
she at least is proud to rem ind her visitors, 
of this disastrous alv en tu re into the realms 
of Shakespeare. 
I ü has often been said th a t Sarah Bern­ 
hardt keeps her coffin in one of the closets of 
her house, and that she sometimes takes a 
nap in this n arrew bed in order to accustom 
herself to th j terms of death. 
I am assured 
by the intim ate friends of the actress that, 
as I have always be.ieved, there is no tru th 
in this weird story. 
However this may be, 
another emblem of the heartless R eaper does 
adorn the center table a t Sarah B ernhardt’s. 
A human skull there stares you in the face. 
And the most interesting thing in connec­ 
tion with this cranium , a sufficient excuse 
for leaving it m full view, is a stanza w rit­ 
ten on the crown by V ictor Hugo. 
It m ay 
be translated as follows: 
Ske’eton. what hast thou done w ith the sonl? 
Lawji, 
hast thou don:; with the flame? 
DeSfrrte^TOjro, what hast thou done with thy beau­ 
tiful bird that used to sing? 
Volcano, what hast thou done with the lava? 
What hast tho.. <lon<j to thy master? Made him thy 
slave! 
V IL 
The last line of course refers to the poet 
and tho actress. 
S »rah Bernhardt inter­ 
preted many of Victor Hugo’s tragedies at the 
Théâtre Français before falling out with the 
manager ot than famous »feat« playhuuM and 


reafgnfkg from the troupe. 
Hence the poet 
«alls himself her "master.” And she did in­ 
deed treat him more than once as if he were 
her “slave,” for Sarah Bernhardt used to rule 
in the green room of the Hcuse of Molière, 
and Victor Hugo, like less noted dramatists, 
often had to submit to her whims and car 
prices. 
lim e Bernhardt talks and moves tn her 
drawing room just as she does on the stage. 
The same rapid but clear enunciation, the 
same graceful cat-like motion, you feel that 
you are in the theatre with the great actress 
before the footlights. 
Sarah Bernhardt is 
either na'ural on the stage or stagey at 
home, probably the latter. She is as affable 
in her easy chair as she is irascible at a 
rehearsal 
She always had a kind word for 
the many visitors who used to crowd her 
parlors on Thursday. 
During the last weeks 
before her departure she had so much to do 
that she had to give up her regular weekly 
receptions, and was .visible for about an 
hour before dinner every evening. 
There 
were two or three persons waiting to see 
her the other night when I called. 
“I have 
rehearsed two pieces to-day,” she said when 
she came in; “one of them, ‘Fedora,* for 
my American tour. 
And to-night I am to 
play ‘Fedora.’ 
Isn’t that too much for one 
day? 
But 
I 
must be ready for 
my 
American audiences. 
I go this time, you 
know, to- South America, too. 
I have never 
been before in that part of the new world. 
My son Maurice goes with me. 
When I 
went to the United States he was too young 
to accompany me. 
But not so now. 
He .is 
com in;, too. I cannotbe separated from him 
for so long, I who have a heart for two 
mothers. 
A week in London and then to 
Liverpool 
Oh ! I long so much to be off. 
Eighteen days of seal I am sea sick. 
That 
is to say, I am sea sick if I sit up. 
But 
lying down I get on pretty comfortably. So 
I ttay in my state room or stretch myself 
out on deck. 
W hat a rest this voyage will 
be for me. 
Do you know it amuses me to 
see other people sea sick? 
1 go to Rio first, 
work up towards the United States, reach 
San Francisco, cross the continent d id ex­ 
pect to be in New York next winter. 
I like 
the United States and its inhabitants, and I 
should be a very ungrateful creature if I 
did not. 
Your countrymen have treated 
me so kindly. 
The English, too, are my 
friends, 
and the Danes; in fact all the 
northern nations except the Qermans, whom 
I dislike because they are the enemies of 
France. 
But I admire their wonderful in­ 
telligence. ” 
This is the way the “Divine Sarah” rattled 
on for fifteen minutes, until her dinner was 
announced. 
I bade her good-by and went 
down s airs. The horse and coupé still stood 
in the court yard. 
The driver had finished 
eating and was on the box ready to start for 
the theatre. 
The clothes had been taken 
from the foot of the stairs and the maids 
were burying them in the big black trunks. 
The kitchen was full of smoke and I saw the 
fuming dishes being sent up to the dining 
room above. 
The 
large 
gate-like door 
Opened and shut behind me with a slam .. In 
the street daylight was la-t giving way to 
night, the stars were trying to come out. 
As I walked slowly down into the heart of 
the great ci y, I revolved in my mind all 
that I had just seen and heard. 
I tried to 
understand the odd genius whom I had left 
at dinne ■. 
The next morning a friend who 
saw “Fedora” the night before told m > that 
Bernhardt was hoarse and looked tired. 
I 
who knew how she had rehearsed two pieces 
that day and that she sat down to a table 
at 7 when she was advertised to appear on the 
stage at 8:15—1 could understand why she 
was hoarse and weary. 
But that is as far 
as I was able to penetrate into the mystery 
of this woman’s strange life, strange aim 
and strange future.

y i. S a m u e l B. H oopm an, of Balti­ 
more, has in his possession two winged 
bats preserved in alcohol which have a 
remarkable history.

bought the Times when it was in a bad 
way financially, and he has built it up 
to a profitable property. 


FEW people will accept tlie remark- 
able views on 
opium smoking ex- 
pressed by Mr. .J. G. Scott, the traveler, 
in his book on Tonquin. 
He asserts 
that opium used moderately is at least 
ao more harmful than tobacco or alcohol, 
and that the opium pipe is a positive 
blessing after a hard day's march, or in 
countries where fever fumes rise thick 
out of the marshes and jungle. 
He 
says that it is only when . a man puts 
himself to sleep with a half dozen or 
more pipes that it becomes a curse. 
The opium habit is very prevalent 
among the French soldiers in Indo- 
China. 


IT is refreshing when after reading a 
long and tiresome article by some col- 
lege professor, to hear the following 
laconic address delivered to the grad- 
uating class of the University of the 
Pacific by President Stratton. 
^ p- 
proaching them with that characteristic 
blending of fatherly dignity and broth- 
erly warmth which has made his Pres- 
idency such a signal success, he said 
only: "Young ladies and gentlemen of 
the graduating class, be true—true to 
your instruiitors, true to your alma 
mater, true to yourselves, true to your 
God; and, as your past has been hon- 
orable, your future shall be assured." 
Every auditor applauded with delight; 
erery graduate will remember it for 
Kif. 


THE iron tie has become a favorite in 
railroad building in Europe. 
It is said 
to be already in use on several, thou- 
sand miles of track. 
It is most in favor 
in Germany, though wood is a little 
cheaper there and the metal costs a 
trifle more than in England. 
It is too 
early yet to present statistics in regard 
to relative .cost, as the "life" of a tie 
has not hail time to wear out. 
It is ac- 
cepted, however, as a fact that the 
steel tie does not rust, but it wears 
otherwise, and requires a more expen- 
sive ballast than the wooden .tie does. 
It is claimed that the metal tie is not a 
good investment if it cost more than 
three times as much per mile of track 
as the wooden one. 
It is scarcely prob- 
able that the substitution will be ex- 
tensively made in this country for many 
years to come. 
In Mexico and the far 
West (not too far), wood is obtainable 
only at a great distance, and the rela- 
tive cost 
of hauling 
the 
required 
weight is a strong argument against its 
employment. 
But in the region that is 
most thickly streaked with the iron rail 
wood is cheap enough 
at 
present 
to command the preference, esjiocially 
as preservative processes offer an almost 
unlimited extent of duration. 
U may 
be interesting, however, to note the 
cost at which the change from wood to 
metal would be effected in the present 
railroad system of the United States. 
The RaUroad Gazette figures that not 
less than thirty-two pounds would be 
required for each yard of rail if 
they 
kvere used at the current rate of 
six- 
teen for each thirty feet of track. 
B u t 
even if so many less ties were used as 
to take ten pounds additional to each 
yard it would amount to fifty tons 
per 
mile, or a total of 8,000,000 tons for all 
the railroads in the United States. One 
point has yet to be sta*,ed in favor of 
t h e metal. 
I t s value Avhen "worn out" 
so much as to need a new one, would be 
much greater than that of the 
woodon 
tie, which is generally so badly 
disin- 
tegrated by the elements as to be Avorth 
very little ^or fuel. ' 


"I MADE a neat sum on the 4th oi 
July, 1881," said a Chicago drummer, 
"by a little stroke of business which 
was somewhat out of my line. 
Presi- 
dent Garfield had been shot two days 
before. 
I chanced to be in a lonesome 
corner of Southern Hlinois on the daj 
of the shooting. 
While waiting for a 
train to carry me from one little toAvn 
to another I heard a rumor that the 
President had been killed. 
A few mo- 
ments later the train came in and the 
train-boy jumped out on the platform 
with his arms full of bits of b^own 
paper about eight inches square. 
'All 
about President Garfield assassinated, 
he shouted. 
I rushed at him and se- 
cured one cf the bits of paper, greedily 
jjaying 10 cents for it. 
It proved to be 
an 'extra,' issued from the office of a 
country weekly a few miles to the north. 
It bore, as nearly as I can recollect, the 
following words: 
'We hear a rumoi 
that Gen. James A. Garfield, President 
of the United States, has been killed. 
No particulars have been learned. (?od 
i<nvo. the fOuntrijP 
That was all, and 
yet the train-boy had sold 100 of the 
dingy squares of paper at 10 cents a 
piece before I had 
finished 
reading 
mine. 
Everybody purchased one and 
read it over and over. At the next town, 
where I got off the train, the scramble 
for pai>ers was as great as before. This 
place happened to be a.county-seat and 
it possessed a printing office. An idea 
struck me. 
I went and hired the print- 
ing office outright. Then I telegraphed 
for a copy of a Chicago newspaper and 
got it late the next day. 
As soon as it 
reached town I set the entire force oi 
the printing office to work getting out a 
newspaper full of the details of the 
assassination. 
Before daylight on the 
4th of July they had struck off 5,000 
cojjies of the paper on the old-fashioned 
printing press. 
Before sunrise I had 
hired ten boys to sell the paper for me. 
I gave each ^00 copies and sent him to 
some little town near by where a cele- 
bration was to be held. 
Most of the 
boys sold out their stock before night, 
getting 10 cents for each copy.

fine either inside or outside as tho hotel noar 
the Pare Moncenu, which hor creditors 
forced nor to quit two or three years ago. 
For Sarah Bornhardfc is as great a spend- 
thrift as she is tragectienno. 
But if shi 


is always heavily in debt, it must "be 
said in Ler defense that slio isnofcsolfish, and 
much, of tho hard earned money tliat she 
disi oiiso.-! so lavishly goes into tho pockets ol 
needy friends or poor^persons whom she Las 
never mot. 
SLe may be prodigal, but site is 


generous, loo. Liko Goldsmith, Bernhardt 
cannot resist giving even when she haa 
nothing to give, 


Wlien you enter Sarah Bernhardt's house 


you immediately pass the ,kitchen on the 
right hand. 
The door generally stands 


open, and you see the big blue nnd white 
porCL-lain gtove, reaching from floor to ceil, 
ing, with the man cook, dad in white, be- 
fore it busily engaged in preparing the 
evening meal. 
At the rear of this broad 


entrance way is ii paved courtyard ihat the 
stables open on. 
In the middle of this courfc. 


yard stood, the day I railed, a horse bar- 
nessed to a coupfS and eating his oats from a 
bag Lung from his • head. 
Tho actress has 


evidently hurried home to dinner, and would 
shirt in an hour for the theatre. 
Tho coach- 


man is swallowing his food ia an adjoining 
room. 
There is 110 tirao to unharness and 


harness; up again. 
Mistress, servant and 


horse are nil outing "on the jump." "What 
a life! Tho coachman and horso might 
endure it-, but how can that frail, nervous 
woman boar up under it? TLo question haa 
often been a&ked, and Sarah Bernhardt an- 
swers it by coiitimimx to lead the same ter- 
ribly active existence from year to year, 
without, nopearing (o suffer therefrom. 


resigning from ths troupe. Rcnco the poet 
calls himself hor "master." And she did in- 
deed treat him more than onto as if ho were 
her "slave," for Sarah Berahardtusod to rule 
in tho green room of tho House of IToliero, 
nnd Victor Hugo, like less noted dramatists, 
often had to submit to h«r whims and car 
prtc&s. 


Mme, Bornhardt talks and moves in her 


drawing room jmt as she. does on the stage. 
Tho same rapid but clear enunciation, tho 
earno graceful cat-like motion, you feel that 
you are in the theatre with tho great actress 
before tho footlights. Sarah Burnhardt is 
either na'ural on' the stage or Ktagey afc 
home, probably tho latter. She is as affable 
In her easy chair as she Li iroscibb afc a 
rehearsal, 
SLe always had a kind word for 


tLe many visitors who used to crowd her 
parlors on Thursday. During tho last weeks 
before Ler departure she had so much to do 
that she had to giva up her regular weekly 
receptions, and was visible for about an 
hoar before dinner every evening. There 
W9ro two or threo persons waiting to sea 
her tho othor night when I called, "I have 
rehearsed two pieces to-day," slio said when 
•he came in; "one of them, 'Fedora,' for 
my American tour. And to-night J am to 
play 'Fedora,' Isn't tliat too much for onn 
day?

American audiences. I go this time, you 
know, to1 South America, too. I have never 
been before in that part of tho new world. 
My son Maurice go^s with me. When I 
went to tho United States ho was too young 
to accompany me.

I cannot be nepamted from him 
for so long, I who have a heart for two 
mothers. A week in Lo'ndon and then to 
Liverpool. 
Oh 1 I long so much to be off. 


Eighteen days of se.il T am sea sick.

is to say, 1 am sea slok If I sit up. But 
lying down T get on pretty comfortably. So 
I ttay in my state room or stretch myself 
out on deck. What a rest this voyage will 
be for me. Do you know it anmwa me to 
see other people sea su-k?
